furnished at 25 cents, the majority of 
the visitors are so mean or inconsider- 
ate ibat they go immediately to the 
General's house, two miles fiom tbe 
station, and expect, of coarse, to be in- 
vited to the table.

Morton, Conkling gave up what he was 
compelled to surrender by existing cir- 
euntittnoea. Doubtless no better man 
than Morton conld have been selected 
from New York, but his connection 
with trade and commerce effectually 
bars him from serious consideration un- 
der existing laws.

Besides this, she is a woman of very 
decided ability, shrewd and adroit, and 
with a really good heart, which makes 
and keeps for her hosts of friends.

is eajily seen how such a woman as 
Mrs. Logan may be powerful in Wash- 
ington, where social influences and mo- 
tives count for so much, and while there 
is no one who would say that Senator 
Logan ia not a strong man, there are 
plenty of people who assert positively 
that a great part of his success is due 
to the skillful management and strong 
personal influences of bis wife.

WASHINQTOH, D. C., Feb. 21.—The 


committee on eotnmeTce has been all 
day ia session considering the rif<r and 
harbor bill. The senators are pressing 
amendments increasing the aggregate 
appropriation of the bill, which the 
committee says mast be rejected, else 
the bill will be defeated.

The special committee on cattle dis- 


eases will report thii afternoon the new 
bill drawn last night and designed to 
meet the objections raised against the 
original bill last Saturday. The new 
bi'l relates only to plearo-pnenmonia, 
which is Tery unsatisfactory to the 
western and southwestern senators, who 
will offer an amendment to include the 
Texas leTer and all the contagions dis- 
eases of cattle. If this amendment be 
agreed to, the bill will probably pass 
the senate, but tbe chance of its passing 
the home also, is Tery poor. 


A number of western senators inter- 


riewed by the western associated press 
reporter, express disbelief in the report 
that either Morton or Folger, oi New 
fork, will be made secretary of the 
treasury under Garfield. These senators 
say that Garfield had iatimated ioTari- 
ably a purpose to make a western man 
secretary of the treasury; that he folly 
appreciated the sentiments of the wait, 
and its objection to baring an eastern 
man in this position, and will not tio- 
lateit.

And while she was 
being cared for as well as the circum- 
stances would permit, the house which 
she left caught fire, and would have been 
entirely consumed had not several men 
hurried to the scene and extinguished the 
spreading flames before they got beyond 
control. The damage to the house was 
slight. Dr. J. L. Connolly is attending 
Mrs. Masters. He reports that her f«et 
are in a very bad condition, and that it 
will be several weeks before she will be 
able to walk again. But for her presence 
of mind in jerking her night clothes from 
over the burning oil, Mrs. Masters might 
now have been in her grave. It was in- 
deed t narrow escape for her, and her ex- 
perience should serve as a warning to all 
people to handle the festive lamp with 
more than ordinary care in future. There 
is danger and death in them. Keep them 
at arm's length.
